DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on June 3, 2005. Claims 1-26 
are still pending in the present application. This Action is made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim raises a question as to whether the 
claim is directed merely to an abstract idea that is not tied to a technological art, environment or 
machine which would result in a practical application producing a concrete, useful, and tangible 
result to form the basis of statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

Claims 20-22, claims the non-statutory subject matter of a program. Data structures not 
claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are descriptive material per se and are not 
statutory because they are not capable of causing functional change in the computer. See, e.g., 
Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 3 1 USPQ2d at 1754 (claim to a data structure per se held 
nonstatutory). Therefore, since the claimed programs (i.e., computer instructions) are not 
tangibly embodied in a physical medium and encoded on a computer-readable medium then the 
Applicants has not complied with 35 U.S.C 101. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-19 and 23-26 are allowed

Claims 1-19 and 23-26 are allowed in view of Applicant's amendment, accompanying 
remarks, declaration, and accompanying exhibits filed on June 3, 2005.
